“Tho strnDgest Island in the world,** 
laid Captain M, 3. Hoaly of tho United 
Btatos Btcamcr Bear iu tho Occidental 
hotel, "is Kinga island, 8,500 mile« 
northwest of horo and 120 milea off tho 
coant ot Siberia. 


"it licfl almost in tho middle of Bo­ 
ring Btrnit, almost oquidistoiit from tho 
Asiatic und American shores It is iu- 
habited by 180 of tho queerest people I 
ever set oyea upon. Tho inhabitanta 
compriso men, women and ohild^n of 
all ages, and besides those thero aro nu­ 
merous dogs of all degrees oxcept high. 


"Tho island is little more than a rook 
rising out of the atorm tossed watora of 
tho over turbulent strait. It la about a 
milo long and half n mile wido, and ita 
aides aro so preoipitoua that Uiejr aro 
like clifTs. 


"Almost in tho middle of tho island 
ond at the south side is an indentation 
nuide by the rushing waters. Thia ia 
expanded into a funnelliko holo, reach­ 
ing into tho island and out nt tho top at 
an angle approximating 60 degreca Tho 
holo is 180 foet deep, andduriug stormy 
weather tho natives letdown a ropó and 
drag up tho seals, walrnsea ond other 
Kou animals which thoy havo taken. 


"It is on thoKo animals that tho na­ 
tives 8ubsi8t. They ate very expert iu 
taking theui, ns well us great whales, 
whhdi tiuiy <io not fear to attack, and 
in faet seeure ns trophies of the^r prow- 
esa They liunt all these animals in 
their kyakH—boats so stout and skill­ 
fully made that, though they are often 
tossed over and over by tho aurf, they 
are inivttr wrecsked and are speedily 
righted. Tiie Uiati eu sit with their 
feet in holes in tho toats, clad in water 
tight walrus skins. TheKo bo:its will 
put olt Hueeesnfully where tho ordinary 
boat would not live a minute. 


"liut about tho c:itchof thcso walrus­ 
es and other nninuils and tho straiigo 
island. Tho natives havo scooiHid out 
queer receptacles on hoth sides of tho 
entrance on tiio ledge. These are so cool 
that they are natural refrigerators, and 
in tlu .se they store the bo«1iesof tho ani­ 
mals for future use. 
Tliero n»o alwut 
20 of llir.se receptacles or iiatunil re- 
fvigerators, and thero is nearly always 
a BU])ply of meat in them, so that tho 
chanues of starving ntuny timo aro com­ 
paratively fiearce. 


"On the riglit sido of tho island abovo 
is the village of tho Indians. It is a 
queer town, who.i;o miniature hous(‘S uro 
made of walrus skins, stretehed on light 
franu's. Tho ground is so rough that tho 
little skin abodes nre ranged ouo above 
tho other, liko liouses in a mining camp 
on a mountain side. In tho distance 
they ItKik snuill and fragile, but tliey 
are full of pc‘Oplennd active oh beehives. 


"From the tossing waves whero tho 
bear lay tho catacomhliko refrigerators 
and tho viliugo pr(>sentcd u novel up- 
lieitfanco. 


“ Tho island, altliongh a sort of ro- 
pnblio in its government, is ruled by a 
few medicino men, each of different de­ 
grees of importance. 
Tito medicino 
nu>n liold their positions by their ro- 
markablo feats <of legerdemain. Many 
people havo gono to see Hemunnii and 
Blitis alKO iu iiis lifetime and have 
wondered ot tho feats they have set^n 
them perform. But I nndertako to say 
that none of thcso professors of tiio black 
art ha-si performed moro marvelous 
things than 1 liavo seen theso barbarian 
medicine men do tliere. 


"For instance, 1 liavo aeon onoof 
theso medieino ineu take u man and lay 
him Oil a table and take a big knifo aud 
stick it right into him to tho handle. 
Tiie man wouhl writhe, turn pale, gasp 
and die. Then the.medicine man would 
withdraw tlie knife, go through a few 
incantations, fumblo over tho victim, 
and in a moment ho would got up and 
go about, sound as ever. 


' ‘1 liavo also seen them pluck out rab­ 
bits, birds and other forms of onimul 
lifo from impossible places. They would 
do tilings before your eyes that wero 
marvelous to us und to all tlio natives, 
for of course the natives believe implic­ 
itly in the supernatural powera of thoir 
medieino man. 


"But ihe strangest thing I saw hap­ 
pened on board my ship one d^jr. Thero 
were about 100 of the^e nutivcN ntoard. 
One of llio natives, a girl, fell down 
with a hemorrhage mul vomiti'd blootl 
all around. Tho blood came from her 
lungs in streams. Shu was lying thero 
on thu deck its palo as death, and 1 
thought that she would die tlitre, so 1 
ruhhed a man olt to get I>r. Veunians, 
the Bear’s surgeon. 


"Bt^fortHho doctor could get there 
the ehief medicine man rushed out, and, 
going to the girl, lie blew first into ono 
eiu* and tlieii into tho other, and tlien 
tap|K‘d her on tho chin, and she got up 
and was all right aga*'i, und sho Ugau 
dancing around on t 
ship as healthy 
und uetive as thoug 
thero had never 
been tlie least thing thu mutter with 
iier. And mark you, thia wtuai’t two 
minutes from the time sho had hemor* 
rhagi s. I never saw unything so mar­ 
velous in my life. There was ull thu 
bloiHl bi^fore me on thu ship too. 


"Tiie strange roek in the aeuwiiich is 
tlie abode of tliese nativea is about SO 
miles from Fort Clarenca I relieved 
them twieo wlieu they had through in- 
fortuitous eircumstancea been iMrdering 
on starvation. "«->Sau Francisco CaiL 


DANGER OF FATIGUE. '

**He never low» a moment,” used to 
bo thought an unqualified compliment 
Now wo are not quito so sure that it 
■ Sya much for the wisdom of him to 
whom it is applied. From many differ- 
■ nt directions comes tho testimony that 
too much activity is loss instead of gain, 
■ inco overf&tiguo poisons tho physical 
qrstem. 


An analysis has boen mado of tho 
poison engendered by fatigue, and it 
has been found to t)0 similar to tho an 
cient vegetable poison, curari, into 
which tho Indians used to dip their ar­ 
rows, and a most deadly poison it was. 
Tho poison of fatigue is of the same 
chemical nature and is as truly deadly 
If it is oreatcd moro rapidly than tho 
blood cau carry it off. Thoro is no 
known antidote for this poison, and its 
dangers beset alike tho pleasuro seeker 
and tho worker. 


An Italian physician recently exam­ 
ined i}4 bicycle riders after they had 
ridden 83 miles iu 
honrs. It was 
found that in nearly ovory instaiico tho 
nervous system was so far affected by 
fatiguo that tho hearing of tho cyclists 
was defective. After n rest of two hours 
most of them could hear as well as over. 


Another practical test was mado ui>ou 
60 grammar school childreu who wero 
to tako part in a written examination of 
2>^ hours. Before entering uiion the 
strain which such an examination nutst 
necessarily lie each child was instructed 
to lift us much as lie could with thu 
dynanionieter. This was done to test thu 
muscular strength of each pupil beforo 
tiie examination. 


After the work in tho schoolroom was 
endeil the children weio again told to 
lift us much us possible in tho sanio 
way. It was found that, with ono or 
two exceptions, they could not lift a.4 
much by several i>oands as they had 
lifted before Iho examination.

THE HEART AND T HE BLOOD. 


view* of RclentUtM Who DlfTt«r W ith Har< 
vey'a Theory ou ThoIr Itvlntlona. 


Do you know that soiuo of tho very 
best physicians in the land aro far from 
being satisfied tliat the heart is tho or­ 
gan wliicli causes tho bloo<l to circulate 
in thu veins und arteries? Thu theory of 
Harvey, which maintains that tho im­ 
pulsive stroke of tho iieurt is "the sole 
motive |x)wer,’’ is disputed by persons 
who know moro ulKiut IiUkxI circulation 
in a minute tlian he over did iu his life. 
Various causes for tho phenomena of 
blMMl circulation are tu^igned by the 
different students of tho subject, but 
tho majority of tho.so who differ from 
Harvey say that tlio true cause of circu­ 
lation is to bo found in respiration. 
That function brings cnrl)on into the 
longa This carbon mixes with tho 
venous blood, tho mixture forming tho 
true fuel of animal life. Tho oxygen 
which is also taken into tho lungs with 
overy breath mingles with tho carbon, 
and a slow form of combustion onsuea 
Wliorover combustion is going on lieut 
is evolved. In this case tho heat is com­ 
municated to tho blood, which is about 
aevcu-eighths water. 


Tho lungs being in partial vucno and 
having a tenipcraturo of ut leust U5 de­ 
grees above that required to changu wa­ 
ter into vapor (when tiio water in ques­ 
tion is in tt complete vacuum), steam is 
generated. This enlarges tho volume of 
the blood and exerts a specific force. 
Tiio vttlvca ou tho right side of tho heart 
eloso against this force, whilo those on 
tiio left open to givo it free passage, 
Tiius, according to tliis theory, tho true 
motive power is produced which first 
causes and then keeps up tho circulation 
of tho blood.

Queer Ilam aa Ueinss» 


An island in tlio gulf ol California is 
inhabited by qui'i'r humau beings, Tho 
Ceris, without doubt, aro ono of tlie 
most interesting tribes of aborigines to 
bo found on this liemisphoi'o. Tliey art) 
said to liavo fair skins und blue eyes 
and bear no resemblunce whatever to 
tho Indian tribes of tho mainland or of 
the ¡teninsula. In former days they 
made excui-sions uiioit llio mainland, 
spreading havoo along thu coast, but iu 
later years thoy have kept clo.sely to 
their island liome. They uro extremely 
fierce and warlike and wo venomed ur 
rows in fighting. Thu island is knowu 
to bo very mountainous, with innumer 
nble rugged canyons and gorges, where 
the Indiuns anibusli and whieli renders 
subduing them almost an impossibility. 
Beyond tho fact of tho existence of the 
Ceris tribe very litilo is known. Their 
hubits and language are said to bo pe­ 
culiar to themselves, whilo their origin 
is a subject of conjecture. The island 
shows no »igii of vegetation from the 
gulf, and their method of gaining u sub­ 
sistence is unknown. Skipi^ers cruising 
in tlioao waters ciwefully avoid this is­ 
land peopled with bluu eyed savages, 
and its rugged outlines, wliich loom up 
iu tlio gulf, aro sliroudcd iu mystery.—

*’Tho issues of this campnign ure dearly 
(Icflncd and outlined in tho platforms of 
tho two opposing parties and n cni'oful 
rending of them will give an intelligent 
person the best insight into the contention 
over principles. 


Tho great republican party has ulways! 
been prepared to meet every qiiejstiftn nml 
when tho presentpilver question came up, 
I he party was ready to ineoL it. TJio con­ 
vention at Chicago declared for free silver. 
Tlie ropublic.-tn convention atSt. i<ouis de­ 
clared against free silver until it can be 
inudc practical by international agreement. 
I have the greatest respcct for the sound 
money democrats who u|K)U this occasion 
have risen to a high standard of broad pa­ 
triotism. 1 honor them for the position 
they have taken against Mr. l?ryan, but 
they had belter fortify that position, not by 
voting for Mr. I’almer, but by voting for 
Mr. McKinley, bccauso one vote for Pal­ 
mer is only oue-half a vote against Itryan. 
While a vote for McKinley is a whole vote 
against Bryan. Sound money democrats

“In the early years of its existence, our 
nation used foreign tnediums of exchange.

As soon as the people were in- 
foniied of this fact, the new dollars went 
out of circulation and were hoarded in tlie 
banks by he people who had posse.>-sion of 
them. Thejcheaiier coin will always crowd 
out the dearer one. 
On atcount of this 
fact, JelTerson, 
in 
ISOd, ordered 
the 
.'suspension of the coinage of silver dollars. 
This suspension lasted nearly ¡JO years and 
the dollars came out of the bank.s. 
In IHISl 
our statesman found that the market value 
of the two metals had chaiigetl from the 
ratio of 1.^ lo 1 to 10 to I. The people were 
informed and the silver dollars went out ol 
cireiilatioii again, becau.'<e the silver dollar 
wa.s worth a few cent.s more than I he gold 
tl(*llur. 
The subsidiary silvtr coins aho 
Went out for this reiuson. Two (piarters 
were worth more than one-half dollar; four 
i|iiarters were worth more than one «lollar; 
two halves were worth more than <>no dol­ 
lar. 
When the war broke out in l8C0,both 
gold and silver went out. Mur gold went 
out for trade with nations, 
Wlien we 
trade with the world we have to 
use the 
world’s money and that is U -O —L—1>. 
(Applause.) 


“There was a large expenditure (tf money 
and the nation borrowed it. It wiis called 
a popular loan becaus« the people lK)Ught 
the bonds und trusted their governnienl. 
Bryan wasn’t born then, 
(lianghter.) 
Ci I callbacks wero issued and national banks 
were established. * » * ♦ After the war wo 
had a great debt and even then thcro were 
some men who wanted to repudiate it bv 
paying it in greenbacks which had d< pre* 
ciated 25 per cent.—the siuiio as .somo other 
l*eople wish to repudiate our pu^seiit debt 
totlay, by paying it olT in cheap currency, 
Tlien the regublican party said ‘.Nut’ Now 
the republieaii party says ‘No!’

1‘rices were high, 
blit prosjierity does not always luc >mpany 
higii prices. High prices in many ii s unces

[larty wilh its restricted coina;,'e. Ih'yaii 
says that in 189:t silver was striu k down. 
It is not true, for, ."iiice 
over 
(KM) in silver has bt» n eoiiieil, llrjan cries 
for circulation. The dolLu's do eirculate 
when the (leople (lavo a chance to earn 
them, (Applause.) it is a deplorable i;;ct 
that every day during the present mlminis- 
Iratioii, the receipts of the government run 
behind the expemlitures. iitiring repiibli 
can administration this s late of alTairs did 
not exist.

nMo Ia Apparent Contentment. 


"Tho strangest island iu tho -world," 


.lid Captain it. J. Healy of tlio United 
tates steamer Boar in tho Occidental 
otcl, "is Kings island, 2,500 'miles 
ortlrwcst of hero and 120 miles off tho 
oast of Siberia. 


it lira almost iu the middle of Be- 


ing strait, almost equidistant from tho 
Asiatic and American shores. It 


abited by 18(1 of tlio queerest pcoplo I 
vor set cyca upon. Tho inhabitant 
ompriso mou, women and children of 
ill ugcs, and besides thoso thero ara nu- 
merous dogs of all degrees except high. 


Tho island is littlo more than u rock 


ising out of tho storm tossed waters of 
lie over turbulent strait. It is about a 
uilo long and half a milo wide, and its 
iides aro so precipitous that they aro 
iko clilts. 


' 'Almost iu the middle of tho island 


mil at the south side is an indentation 
uiiido by tho rushing waters. This in 
ixpandcd into a fuuuelliko hole, rcnoh- 
ng into tho island and out at tho top at 
in angle approximating 50 degrees. Tlio 
lolo is 180 feet deep, imd during stormy 
.vualhcr tbo natives letdown a rope and 
IraR up tho Koals, walruses and other 
sea animals which they havo taken. 


It is on these animals that the na- 


tives subsist. They aro very expert iu 
.along them, as well as great whales, 
vhich (hey do not fear to attack, and 


fact secure as trophies of their prow- 


ess. They hunt all theso aninmla in 
heir Ityaks—boats so stout- and skill- 
fully mado that, though they are often 
tossed over and over by tho surf, they 
iro never wrecked and aro speedily 
righted. Tho hoati en sit with their 
feet in holes in tlio LOats, clad in water 
;ight walrus skins. Theso boats wili 
put off successfully where the ordinary 
uoiit would not live a minute. 


"But about tho catohof these walrus- 


's and other animals and the slrango 
island. Tho natives havo scooped out 
queer receptacles on both sides of tho 
entrance on the ledge. Thoso aro so coo 
that they uro natural refrigerator*, am' 
in these they store tho bodies of the ani- 
mals for future use.

20 of these receptacles or natural ro 
frigcralors, and thero is nearly always 


supply of meat in them, so that tho 


chances of starving at any timo aro com 
paratively scarce.

In tho distune 
they look Ginall and fragile, but thej 
aro full of people nnd active as beehives

THE HEART AND THE BLOOD. 


VIows uf ReloiithlB Who Differ With Hw- 


v«j'» Theory on Their IcelutlouH.

best physicians in tho land aro far from 
being satisfied that tho heart is tho or- 
gan which causes tho blood to circulate 
in the veins and arteries? Tho theory of 
Harvey, whieh maintains that tho im- 
pnlsivp stroke of the heart is "tho solo 
motive power," is disputed by persons 
who know more about blood circulation 
in a minute than he over did in his life.

if tho stroke, to equalize tho flow.—St. 
Jouis Kepublic. 


Qucur nutuuii Beings. 


Au island in tho gulf of California is 


inhabited by queer human beings. Tho 
Ceris, without doubt, aro ouo of tho 


lost interesting tribes of aborigines to 
jo found on this hemisphere. They aro 
said to havo fair skins mid bluo cyea 
mid bear no resemblance whatever to 
ho Indian tribes of tho inaiulimd or of 
the peninsula. In former days they 
made excursions upon tho mainland, 
spreading havoc along tho coast, bub iu 
later years they havo kepfc closely to 
their island home. They are extremely 
fierce ami warlike and use venomed ar- 
rows in fighting. The island is known 
Lo bo very mountainous, with iunumer- 
nbk rugged canyons and gorges, where 
the Indians ambush and which renders 
eubOuing them almost an impossibility. 
Beyond tho fact of tho existence of tho 
Ceris tribe very litllo is known. Their 
habits nnd Jangiiago aro said to bo pe- 
culiar to themselves, while their origin 
is a subject of conjecture. Tho island 
iliows no sign of vegetation from the 
gulf, and their method of giiiniug u sub- 
sistence is unknown. Skippers cruising 
in thoso waters carefully avoid this is- 
land peopled with bluo eyed Ravages, 
nnd its rugged outlines, which loom up 
in the gulf, arc shrouded iu mystery,—
